He has been 
a member of the Rescue 
Squad since 1054. He was 
president of that organiza- 
tion, and hurt his back while 
on a Rescue Squad call, forc- 
ing his retirement from active 
participation. His fellow 
squad members insisted that 
he remain president when he 
tendered his resignation and 
selected a member to act for 
him during his disability. 

He is a member of the 
Lions Club and has been a 
member of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the swimming 
pool in Antioch for three 
years. He was a scoutmas- 
ter hi the Hoy Scouts for sev- 
eral years, and is now a merit 
badge counselor. 

This Is Marv's first cam- 
paign for public office. He 
lias no political aspirations, 
he says. Should he be 
elected County Supervisor, he 
has no intention of using it 
as a-steppiug stone to further 
political activity. 

His decision to run for 
County Supervisor, he says, 
was activated by the convic- 
tion that the people of Anti- 
och township need active rep- 
resentation on the County 
Board.

Actually a discussion on 
zoning can lead to some inter- 
gating, philosophical disserta- 
• lions and can lead down some 
fascinating conversational by- 
paths.

In his maiden speech, 
this writer called on the Con- 
gross to specify limits of fed- 
eral spending and, then, to 
direct the President to de- 
termine the manner in which 
the total appropriations 
might be best distributed. 

In subsequent research, 
this Member has discovered 
that the Reorganization Acl 
of 1946 provided for the es- 
tablishment of a Joint Legis- 
lative Rudget Committee com- 
posed or approximately 100 
Mouse and Senate members 
charged with reviewing the 
Presidential budget and also 
with recommending revisions, 
reductions, maximum spend- 
ing limits and other signifi- 
cant authority Tor hindering 
raids on the public till. In 
1947. acting' tinder this au- 
thority, the Conini'itlee rec- 
ommended a reduction of 
total federal budget was a 
more than billion- dollars in 
spending, at a time when the 
mere .10 billion dollars as con- 
trasted with today's 9tf.a bil- 
lion dollar figure. Rut the 
recommendation was not fol- 
lowed. The tOO-man joint 
committee was criticized as 
unwieldy, and the joint com- 
mittee's staff was completely 
Inadequate to do a large scale 
job of budget paring. Too. 
there was a question of per- 
sonal and committee prestige 
which discouraged the type or 
Congressional action contem- 
plated by the Reorganization 
Act.

Pending in- the present 
Congress are identical bills, 
sponsored by Senator McClel- 
lan of Arkansas and Con- 
gressman Ren Jensen of Iowa, 
to create a Joint Committee 
on the Rudget. smaller in 
number and presumably 
moreoperable than its prede- 
cessor. Indeed, at the last 
session, a similar measure 
was passed in the Senate but 
was never called for a House 
vote. 

Your Congressman has also 
introduced a bill calling for 
creation of a Joint Comniii- 
tee on the Rudget. The joint 
committee, if created, would 
consist of 30 members and 
would have the widest pos- 
sible authority for substantial 
action in reducing federal 
spending. T h i s measure 
could provide "the way" by 
which federal appropriations 
could bo reduced. There 
would remain then only "the 
will" to cut federal spending 
which must emanate from the 
people and the Congress. 

There is a substantial rea- 
son to fear that this Adminis- 
tration's economic policies 
for record peace time spend- 
ing and a planned long-range 
deficit are leading to national 
bankruptcy. Certainly it 
should be obvious to all thai 
a bankrupt nation would be 
easy prey for the Communist 
hordes of Russia and China. 
The survfval of our nation de- 
pends not alone on the 
strength of our industrial and 
economic power. If the pub- 
lic will support an action pro- 
gram by the Congress, both 
the way and the will can be 
found lor this nation to live 
within its means — and we will 
reach an end lo ever-mount- 
ing debts and deficits. 



Under the provisions of 
Senate Rill 130, j sponsored by 
Senators Alan Dixon arid 
Paul Simon, ^counties having a 
population of 10,000 and over 
shall cause an audit of all of 
the funds and accounts of the 
county to be made annually 
by an accountant or account- 
ants chosen by the county 
board. This legislation, sup- 
ported by the Taxpayers' Fed- 
oration of Illinois, is modeled 
along the lines of the Munici- 
pal Auditing Law, enacted by 
t lie* Illinois General Assembly 
ill 1951. 

The annual audit of the 
finances of the county shall 
commence as soon as possible 
after the close of each fiscal 
year, and shall be completed 
and the audit report filed 
with the Auditor of Public 
Accounts by .the, county clerk 
within six months after the 
close of such fiscal year, un- 
less an extension of time is 
asked for by the county and 
is granted by the Auditor of 
Public Accounts. When the 
accountant or accountants 
have completed the audit, a 
full report shall be submit- 
ted to tho county board. 
The county board shall file 
one copy of each report with 
the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts and one copy shall be 
filed with the county clerk 
of the county so audited. 

The audit report shall con- 
tain statements that are in 
conformity with generally ac- 
cepted public accounting 
principles, and shall set forth 
the financial position and tho 
results of financial operations 
of each fund, account and 
office of the county govern- 
ment. Tiie audit report shall 
also include the professional 
opinion of the accountant 
with respect to the financial 
status and operations. 

All such audit reports and 
financial statements are pub- 
lic records under the provi- 
sions of the bill, and shall be 
open to public inspection; 
The Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts shall compile and pub- 
lish in pamphlet form, an- 
nually, a statewide summary 
of the financial status of the 
several counties as indicated 
by the audit reports. 

This published summary 
will provide every interested 
citizen with an opportunity 
to compare the expenses and 
revenue sources of his own 
county with what is boing 
done In comparable counties 
elsewhere in Illinois.

A piiychiatrist of . my uc-,

ex-members of Uncle Sam's 
forces afloat had been intro- 
duced to marine life, liked It, 
but harbored a resentment to 
taking orders. Boat owner- 
ship gives them commands of 
their own. \ 

This -may be psychological 
bilge water, but if the psychi- 
atrist's, theory is a valid one 
and the new commanders are 
family men, they will quickly 
learn that if tiicir boating is 
to be pleasure boating there 
must be two skippers aboard. 
Even more important, any 
would-be small craft owner 
will be able to sell boating to 
the "mate''; more easily if he

dual skipper bit. Tradition- 
ally, women, who have never 
had experience afloat, con- 
sider boating a man's prov- 
ince.. They may day dream 
of new houses, fur coats, 
washers and dryers, or even 
sports cars but they have to 
be conditioned to the idea 
that boating can be fun be* 
fore wind and waves can re- 
place mink or chinchilla in 
their mind's eye. 

Budgets can be broken, but 
only willingly if the little la- 
dies have gone hook.linc and 
sinker for ti)c propect. 

An initial word of caution 
to those husbands hoping to 
become boat owners. Don't 
plan to add just another set 
of chores to your wife's al- 
ready not inconsiderable 
home housekeeping duties. 
Boating must be as relaxing 
for her as it is for you or the 
whole idea better be jetti- 
soned. 

A good beginning point is a 
boat show. Don't overdo 
tramping up and down the 
aisles. Just expose her to 
the overall color of the spec- 
tacle and lead her into the 
lounge of one of the major 
boat displays where she can 
sit comfortably and take in 
the enthusiasm of the other 
shoppers. Their excitement 
can be contagious. Let her 
go aboard one of the largest 
and lushest craft. Stress the 
price of this gilt-edged show- 
boat, so that the boats more 
within your own financial lim- 
itation will sound like gifls 
by comparison. Then take 
her out for a quiet dinner and 
wait until she broaches the 
subject of boats. If it's fav- 
orable; the next phase in yotir 
sales program may be a re- 
turn visit to the show, but let 
her think that the idea is 
hers or at least a joint pro- 
posal. 

You might mention casual- 
ly how much vacations have 
been casting you, then point 
out that boat payments 
stretched over a three-year 
period may be no more, pos- 
sibly even less, 

When it comes to shopping 
far the actual boat, it's a good 
idea for you to leave choice 
of color entirely lip to her. 
If she's really sold on the 
project by now you might 
even back track a bit and sug- 
gest settling for the 17-footer 
rather than the 19' which you 
actually intend to buy. Be 
careful to point out a few of 
the limitations of the 10 in 
contrast to a 21'. This will 
put you on firm ground later 
if she looks a little startled 
at the linal figures on the 10- 
foater complete with the ac- 
cessory gear you've decided 
is necessary.
